Women Voters declares it would be 
illegal for the present city execu- 
tive committee to grant us the very 
same right to vote in the 1920 pri- 
mary election, ‘O Tempora! oO 
Mores!!’”’ ‘ 

“We should be grateful to the city 
executive committees of 1919 and 
1920,” says Mrs. McLendon, “for 
they have given us more than afhy 
other set of men who have ever 
lived in Georgia.” 

The Georgia Equal Suffrage asso- 
Clation has not disbanded and will 
not disband until every white wo- 
man in Georgia has been given full 
suffrage, declares Mrs. McLendon. 

Commeunication in Full. 

Her communication to The Con- 
stitution follows: 

“Having been somewhat instru- 
mental in persiiading the demo- 
cratic executive committee of At- 
lanta to again permit the white 
womeh of Atlanta, who are over 21 
years of age, to register and vote 
.n the primary election in 1920, as 
the city executive committee of 1919 
had granted, I feel sure you will 
give space in your great daily pa- 
per for a word to our Atlanta wom- 
en on the subject of voting. 

“I do not considér it necessary 
for anybody to try to teach our At- 
lanta women how to vote, when to 
vote and last but not least, for whom 
to vote. The central committee of 
women citizens elected to serve from 
May until the 5th of August. 1918, 
when the registration. books closed, 
should have educated Atlanta wom- 
en thoroughly in that length of time 
in allethat was necessary for them 
to know about voting. 

“In view of these facts, it - 
pears quite unnecessary for any per- 
s0On, male or female, to set them- 
selves up as instructors to their 
sisters. It smacks. of assurancy 
whenever attempted. 

“Surely the intelligent, cultured 
women of Atlanta are ag sensible 
as the drunken ‘hoodlums’ who have 
voted in all elections in Atlanta 
for the past sixty years to my cer- 
tein. knowledge.

G.0,P. DENOUNCED 


FOR LABOR PLANK’ 


OF ITS PLATFORM 


American Federation 
Adopts Resolution of 
Condemnation—Alleged 
G. O. P. Has Turned 
Back on Labor. 


FEDERA TION DEMANDS 
GOING TO DEMOCRATS 


San Francisco Convention 
Will Be Given Chance to 
Adopt Plank That Will 
Satisfy the Unions. 


Montreal, June 12.—Organized la- 
bor today threw down the gauntlet 
to the republican party and now 
will appeal to the democrats for 
recognition of its platform demands. 

This decision came when the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
annual convention here, unanimous- 
ly condemned the republican plat- 
form adopted in Chicago as a docu- 
ment “defiant in its defense of the 
enemies of labor,” and one that 
“proposes an _  industrial- enslave- 
ment and an abrogation of rights as 
precious as life itself.” 

Declairng. that. the republican 
party had “turned its back upon 
labor,” the convention instructed 
Samuél Gompers and Matthew~Woll, 
president and vice president of the 
federation, to submit, tn “identical 
form,” to the democratic party con- 


vention. at. San Francisco the pro-/ 


poesals of labor which weré pre- 
sented by them to thé republicans 
in Chicago. 

In a lengthy report, bitterly as- 
sailing and condemning the various 
Planks of the republican platform, 
President Gompers and Mr. Woll 
brought the matter before the dele- 
gates. The labor leaders’ indict- 
ment of the party was greeted with 
enthusiastic cheers and applause, 
while hisses and “boos” interrupted 
the reading of several of the repub- 
lican, planks. 

Objections to Platform. 

Without debate the report was 
approved and the federation went on 
record as condemning the repub- 
lican platform on the ground that ‘it: 

Denies labor the right to strike 
against the government. 

Rémains silent on the right of 
wage-earners to organize trade un- 
ions and attain justice by collective 
bargaining. : 

Offers no reemdy for the high cost 
of living and denies the importance 
of profiteering. 

Repudiates labor’s demand for re- 
peal of compulsory arbitration sec- 
tions of the Esch-Cummins trans- 
portation act. ' 

Denies lawful right of workers to 
cease working the plank on peaceful 
arbitration of wage disputes. 

Aims to undermine sovereignty of 
the Mexican people and “fulfill the 
hopes and alms of those whose sole 
object is the exploitation of the 
people and boundless resources of 
Mexico.” 

Fails to urge congressional legis- 
lation to prevent federal courts from 
usurpation of authority in declaring 
unconstitutional acts passed by 
congress. . 

Fails to favor federal compensa- 
tion law and election of federal 
judges by the people for. six-year 
terms. 

Threatens the right of the people 
to bring about “a change in the 
administration and laws of the gov- 
ernment by peaceful means, as is 
guaranteed by the constitution.” 

The heritage left to the republican 
party by Abraham Lincoln, declared 
the report, “is abandoned in the 
platform which embfaces every op- 
portunity to strengthen the concept 
of repression and coersién of the 
working people. 

Before adjourning until Monday. 
the convention accepted the invita- 
tion of Secretary of Labor Wilson 
to recommend a representative to 
represent the federation at the com- 
ing meeting of the international la- 
bor. commission, which was estab- 
lished under the league of, nations. 

An attempt to place the federation 
on record in support of strikes by 
union school teachers failed. 
Democratic Bias Laid to Gompers. 

Condemnation of the republican 
party by the federation’s convention 
was declared tonight in a statement 
igssuéad by William Hutchison, presi- 
dent of the Carpenters’ and Joiners’ 
union to be an attempt by Samuel) 
Gompers to play organized labor 


ne the hands of the démocratic 
party. 

Mr. Hutchison, in his statement, 
asked Mr. Gompers if the federa- 
tion's nonpartisan political program 
is abandoned. He charged that the 
convention's action was not in ac- 
cordance with this policy.

In its first annual] report to the 
governor, the typewritten copies of 
which were yesterday furnished to 
the press, the new state highway 


board gives a detailed account of 
'ts labors, which were accomplished 
under conditions of peculiar .® fi- 
culty. 

While a great deal of preliminary 
work had to be done before much 
actual road building could be un- 
dertaken, the board is able to show 
that seven projects valued at $564.- 
333 have been completed and accept- 
ed’ that 64 projects. valued at &6.- 
130,727.65. are under active con- 
struction; that 12 additional pre- 
jects, valuedwat $1,251,355.84, have 
heen contracted\for. on which con- 
Struction is scheduled to begin at 
an early date; and that 22 projects, 
valued at $1,314,673.55 have met 
with final approval at Washington. 
Ceorgia stands fourth among tne 
states in the progress made to avail 
itself of federal aid funds. 

Considering the tremendous dif- 
ficulties that have been encountered 
in perfecting the organization, in 
making contracts and in securing 
supplies of labor and material, the 
above showing mast be classed as 
an extraordMfary one, to say the 
least.

Organization ef Board. 
An account is first given .of the 


organization ef the board and the 
division of the various departments 
of the work among its members. W. 
R. Neel was chosen highway eanci- 
neer at a salary of $6,000 per year. 
Chairman. C. VY. Strahan was given 
special oversight over engineering 
matters and supervision of the cur- 
rent operation of the department; 
R. C. Neely had special charge of 
the equipment department and it 
was through this agency that a flee: 
of trucks, valued at $2.000.000. has 
been received from the federal gov- 
ernment and distributed among the 
counties; Stanley S. Bennett had 
special contro! over matters relat- 
ing to the letting of ccntracts and 
every contrcat made must receive 
his approval.

board.

Salient Featurc

Size the broad scope and complex- 
ity of detail of the important task 
laid upon the shoulders of the state 


mal conditions under which its. or- 
ganization and functioning has pro- 
ceeded during the past eight months. 
Essentially the department under 
the law must embody the functions 
of a large manufacturing enterprise 
—the highway law is its charter. 
Its task is to turn out state roads. 
Its product must be distributed over 
a large territory intelligently and 
eTwitably under the terms of its 
charter. Its organization must se- 
cure men, materials and machinery, 
either directly or indirectly. to build 
roads and bridges and to maintain 
them in service when built. Ulti- 
mately it must provide and maintain 
a system of 4,800 miles “of inter- 
connected county s@at and market 
roads covering the entire ‘state. 

“In performance of its functions 
the board is charged with adminis- 
tration of all federal aid funds, of 
the state road fund received from 
motor vehicle licenses, and of such 
county funds as may be voluntarily 
expended by counties in conjunction 
with .federal aid projects wherein 
the board is empowered to act as 
agent for the resnective counties. It 
is empowered -also to administer 
such other funds as may be volun- 
tarily placed in its hands for ex- 
penditure upon the system of state 
aid roads by counties or individuals. 

“The chief source of activity dur- 
ing the year ha. necessarily arisen 
from federal aid projects combined 
with county funds. Federal funds 
for this purpose have heen allotted 
to Georgia in varving annual 
amounts since 1916, and the sum 
available prior to 1920 was approxi- 
mately $5,000,000 to be met in at 
least equal amount by the counties 
desiring to do so. 

“Hence the present board receiv- 
ed a large heritage of earnes: ef- 
fort from its predecessors on fed- 
eral aid projects preparel under 
their administration. It was no 
fault of the preceding board that 
war regulations and conditions had 
practically stopped all road build- 
ing for nearly three years and that 
very little of the large array of 
road’ proposals had yet proceeded 
to actual construction. 

Push New Projects. 


“The most-insistent practieal duty 
of the department has therefore 
been to placé these older projects 
under contract and construction, to 


not yet ready for contract and to 
push forward the preparation of 
new projects arising under the 1920- 


“The efforts of the. 
have proceeded earnestly and it -is 
gratifying to note ‘that Georgia 
stands fourth among the states of 
the union in the progress made to 
avail itself of the federal] aid funds 
as shown by the report of the bu- 
reau of public roads. 

“The report of the state highway 
engineer shows that the department 
has practically caught up with back 
work on federal aid projects and 
that excellent progress has been 
made on the 1920 program. : 

“It will be seen that *9,261,09...0 
of combined federal and county 
funds (the total possibly being ?10.- 
000,000) are in active and final 
shape and that practically all back 
federal aid allotments to Georgia 
are expended or under contract. 

“In addition to the foregoing. 
twenty-two (22) project statements 
valued at $1,779,377.67 have been 
forwarded to Washington for ap- 
proval and fifty-two (52) projects 
valued at $1,947,343.70 are being 
prepared for fransmittal to Wash- 
ington. 

“On September 1, 1919, thirty-one 
(31) projects valued at $3,059,307.58 
were under construction, including 
contracts to the amount of $1,581,- 
643.40 awarded shortly before the 
new board was organized. At that 
time $37,018 had been repaid to the 
counties on these contracts. 

“It has required much energy to 
increase this construction activity 
to the $9,040,600 now shown, with 
the reimbursement of $875,974.97 
from the national treasury for com- 
pleted work now shown. 

Contractors Hampered. 


“While this large amount of work 
has been placed under construv.ion, 
it is to be noted that contractors 


rate of progress by delays from 
weather and uncertain delivery of 
materials. About $2,000,000 of work 
was performed during the past year. 
It will require the utmost energy 
and good fortune during the comings 
year for contractors and the coun- 
ties to complete the remaining $7,- 
000.000 work fer which they are 
obligated. Shortage of railroad 
transportation and of cement are 
the most eerious factors in the 
problem at this time, and absolutely 
control the rate of construction. La- 
bor uncertainties are likewise very 
acute. , 

“Experience has’ been gathered 
eoncerning the use of project engi- 
neers employed on a percentage ba- 
Nsis. A high class of men had been 
wengaged in this work and no crit- 
icism upon their energy or ability 
could be justly made. But the sys- 
tem involves difficulties whi-cp 
would increasé with the \@nlarge- 
ment of the state program and car- 
ries other features not well adapt- 
ed to the permanent relation wh' fh 
the state 1s assuming toward high- 
way ouilding.

“When the board came to consider 
the utilization of funds in process 
of collection for 1920 under the mo- 
tor vehicle law an estimate was 
made of anticipated receipts whica 
has now been realized by collections. 
The available funds in the hands of 
the state trea@urér have reached 
$1,.720,0V0 at this writing. As re- 
quired by law. the board made an 
apportionment to each division or 
road district based on the percent- 
age of state roads in that district. 
These sums were then separated 
snto the 30 per cent and 70 rer 
cent amounts required by § law. 
Careful estimates and recommenda- 
tions were submitted by the division 
to which the funds should be_allot- 
ted. There was algo available for 
1920-21\ t sum of $2,700,000 from 
federal aid. Abundart applications 
were on hand from many counties 
seeking to place equal amounts of 
county money alongside of both fed- 
eral and state funds for expendi- 
ture on the state roads. Such of- 
fers by the counties were entirely 
voluntary. 

“The list of active projects in the 
state now includes federal aid and 
state aid allotment in 106 counties. 


Submitted Budget. 


“Shortly prior to January 1, the 
board as required by law, submit- 
ted its budget of proposed expen. 
ditures. The budget was sed 
upon a study of direct reports re- 
ceived -m 37 state highway de- 
partments as to the costs of ad- 
ministration and of engineering 
work, and the percentages whieh 
these expenses bear to the value 
of the money invested in road con- 
struction. It is génerally recognized 
that the engineering work done by 
highway departments is an integral 
prrt ‘of the cost of the roads and 
only a part of the liberal budgets 
allowed in other states are regard- 
ed as general or overhead expenses. 

“The board has provided in its ac- 
counting for daily distribution of 
such enginécring items to the va- 
rious projects and regards as sup- 
port of tne department those por- 
tions of the expense which canrot 
be readily apportioned to specific 
projects at the time they are incur- 
red. In this way, the board arrived 
at an estimate which places the 
normal general expense pertaining 
to headquarters and the twelve dis- 
trice organizations employing on 
the average about 120 men At $15,000 
per month and that other direct ex- 
penses of surveys, maps, estimates, 
specifications and supervision -of 
projects from start to finish would 
not exceed 5 per cent upon the val- 
ue of the work constructed. 

“The five months experience, a!- 
though it embraces the cost of 
complete equipment of thirteen dis- 
trict offices, and covers the lost mo- 
tion attendant upon new men mas- 
tering new duties and new sur- 


sroundings, and although the field 


work has been seriously handicap- 
ped by incessant rain and unusual 
cold, does not indicate that the ba- 
sis assumed will be exceeded upon 
a full year’s business. 

“fhe actual money expended to 
May 1 was $144,595.68, of this sum 
$73,466.66 was spent directly upon 
surveys, mens plans and supervis- 
ion of the 189 projects shown as 
active on the books; $22,C0:5.99 wae 
expended for the equipment of 14 
offices with transits, levels, draw- 
ing boards, furniture and other nec- 
essary equipment, a detailed inven- 
tory of which is also shown, an? 
for rebuilding and outfitting 57 Ford 
cars and ambulances received from 
the United States government and 
now in use by the department; 
$20,341.66 was placed to the credit 
of the Charlton county projecr 
which is being constructed direct!.’

Less Thar $15,000. 

“Of the $47,984.98 shown for r- 
ganizing and operating expenses of 
headquarters and 12 district offices 
a reasonable distribution of service 
rendered would place at least half 
of this against the specific projects 
served by the various officials and 
employees of the department. But 
taken as it stanus, the four months’ 
expenditures is considerably less 
than $15,000 per month used as a 
basis of estimate in the budget. 

“The broad proposition of the 
state providing its own paving ma- 
terials has been forced upon the 
board and is under careful consid- 
eration. Under the stress of soar- 
ing prices, the prison commission 
has cordially co-operated with the 
board by furnishing a force of f...y 
convicts for construction directly by 
the department of a twenty-mile

“Viewing the state highway move- 
ment in its broader aspects as a 
fundamental undertaking of state 
policy which must commend itself 
t@ the general assembly and the 
pyc of Georgia the board has 
proceeded in the light of the fol- 
lowing analysis: © 

“1. It has endeavored to secure a 
widespr:-ad distribution of available 
funds consistent with systematic 
Plans and effective continuity in 
each congressional district and has 
under immediate consideration ways 
of assisting the less fortunate coun- 
ties by taking over certain roads 
therein for maintenance and grad- 
ual betterment. 

“2. It’ has ~ relieved a_ prolific 
source of discontent by providine 
for the payment of engineering costs 
directly by the state. 

“3. It has ehcouraged direct con- 
tract between co-operating county 
officials, the division engineers and 
the general officers. 

Important Results. 

“4. Two important results have 
been sought, viz: To perfect a busi- 
ness-like‘organization capable of ef- 
ficient, prompt and safe handling of 
road plans and road expenditures: 
and the substantial agreement of 
the people on the system of state 
roads as represented by the state 
highway map. : 

“5. It is difficult for the minds 
of the people and county officials 
to abandon entirely the idea of 
county identity in connection with 
the state roads; but an incrgasing 
number are approving the state- 
wide view of this problem and real- 
ize that a successful state system 
of roads must be supported by state 
funds.and must not hesitate at 
county lines, or proceed upon an- 
nual expenditure of small sums by 
each of the 155 counties of the 
state. 

“6. The board has deep sympathy

Today many of the fundamental 
units and actions of this original 
car are still in use. Of course, they 
have been greatly refined, but the 
basic principles in many Cases re- 
main the same.

Yet in. its issue of April 14, 1920, 
the New York Globe published the 
following :— | 

“With the death of Elmer Ap- 


person a short time ago the auto- 
mobile industry loses a man who 
has been an tmportant factor in 
its development from the very be- 
ginning. There has been some con- 
troversy as to whether Elmer Ap- 
person or Elwood Haynes was re- 
sponsible for the first American 
Automobile. Suffice at to say here, 
however, that no matter whether it 
was Elwood Haynes or Elmer Ap- 
person who furnished the idea for the 
car now on exhibition at the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washing- 
ton, labelled ‘América’s First Car,’ 
there 1s no doubt that 1t was built 
by the Apperson: Brothers 1m -the 
Riverside Machine Works. Later 
the Apperson bows, 1m association 
with Elwood Haynes formed the 
first American company for the 
petenen of motor cars—the 

aynes-Apperson Company. 
Later, the Appérsons withdrew from 
the first organization and organized 
their own manufacturing company. 
Through all his life—and he was 
only fifty-eight years old—the soul 
of Elmer Apperson was in the 
building of automobiles. His 
death removes not only a pioneer 
of the industry but a useful citizen 
and an honorable man.”

Also in confirmation of this 
game fact,’ Edward M. Souder 
editor of the Kokomo Tribune and 
boyhood Eayanes of the Appers 
son Brothers, in a “Memory” 
written at the time of Elmer Ap-

“Elmer Adperson’s business 
career had its real beginning in 1889 
when he Paes wg the "Riverside 
Machine Works. That unpreten- 
tious plant became actually, tho 
not in name, the first automobile 
factory in America, for it was there 
rot plans suggested by Elwood 

aynes, that he, in association 
with his brother, Edgar, built the 
first gasoline motor car constructed 
in this our This car s$ in 
ehisience com ng part o 
the sacked natty . f ie 
Smithsonian I nstitutionzinkthe city 
of Washington.” 


With Elmer and Edgar Apper- 
son there was associated with 
Elwood Haynes, John , Maxwell, 
for whom some years later the now 
famous Maxwell automobile was 
named.

In 1898 the Haynes-Apperson 
Company was incorporated and a 
factory built to produce automo- 
biles.

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HARDING’S NOMINATION. 

The nomination of Senator Har- 
ding, of Ohio, while not entirely un- 
expected, will still be received

Senator Harding is a_ typical

nection with the nomination. 

He has been groomed by experts, 
and, while much has not been said 
about the liberality of the contri- 
butions to his campaign, there is 
no doubt that he was backed by all 


the funds necessary to give him a/| 
the | 


prominent positio:: among 
starters, and to furnish him with 
an abundance of enthusiasm among 
the spectators on the grandstand. 

His campaign has been in the 
hands of sharp, shrewd, political 
manipulators who know the game 
from beginning to end, and if they 
have made any mistakes they have 
succeeded in keeping them from 
the public. 

Senator Harding’s managers 
have far outplayed those of the 
other candidates in this respect. 

As for Senator Harding, he will 
unquestionably make a strong can- 
didate, though he possesses some 
elements of weakness.

AGAIN, THE. WARNING ! 
Again tte confirmation of a ne- 
gro to be the republican national 


committeeman for Georgia—an ac 
tion that was taken by the repul- 
lican machine in control of the

OUR MEAT SUPPLY. 
The Moultrie Observer, published 


within a stone’s throw of a great 
packing plant owned and operated 
by Swift & Co., recently comment- 
ed editorially upon the shameful 
extent to which the people of Geor- 
gia still rely upon the west for 
their meat supply. 


Despite the fact that meat pro- 
duction in Georgia and Florida has 
been materially increased during 
the last few years, says this news- 
paper, “the fact remains that a 
train load of meat comes in from 
the west every day to supplement 


the Frome supply in these two 
states.” 


To be more specific, The Ob- 
server goes on to say that— 


“Swift & Co.’s Moultrie plant, 
the oldest and the largest plant in 
the southeast, finds it necessary to 
ship in 2,000,000 pounds of meat 
from the west each mor’ to sup- 
plement their local production and 
supply their trade from this point 
of distribution. They are not only 
Shipping meat from Chicago and 
Denver, but they are buying hogs in 
Nashville to keep the p t¢ in op- 
eration, They cannot get enough 
hogs in Georgia and Florida to give 
employment to their trained help 


that it is necessary for them to 
keep through the summer months 


to handle the winter business. 
The Macon Packing company is un- 
derstood to be receiving more than 
a half-million pounds of meat 
monthly from the west, while Ar- 
mour, at Jacksoriville, is reciving 
a million pounds from Armour 
Plants in the west. . . . In the 
territory supplied by Swift. Armour 
and the Macon Packing company 
there are thirty branch hous. of 
different packers. These are recely- 
ing On an average three cars of 
meat a week from the west, a tota: 
of 6,400,000 pounds monthly. Allt lj 
we are buying 10,000,000 pounds of 
meat a month from the west, and 
this will continue for the next six 
months. A conservative estimate 
would place the value of this mea: 


* 
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we will pay out $20,000,000 for west- 
ern meats before Christmas.” ~_— 
There is no country on the face 
of the earth better adapted to suc 
cessful live stock growing than is 
the territory embraced by the 
states of Georgia and Florida. _, 
We have here, as The Observer 


points out— 


“every, advantage of the western 
farmer in raising live stock. Where 
they are dependent on corn andj 
seven months pasture, we have 
corn, velvet beans, peanuts, peanu?: 
meal, cottonseed meal, sweet pota- 


toes, twelve months pasture and av 
endless number of good feed crops 


for hogs and cattle. Where the west 
makes one crop a year we can grow 
twoandthree. Wecan grow our hog 
feed as a side crop. as peanuts in 
corn, or velvet beans In corn, s\ set 
potatoes following melons or truck 
er oats, etc.” 

And yet, says opr souti Georgia 
contemporary, deploringly— 

“With the great advant:_ that 
we have, and with the cash market 
knocking at the door 365 days in 
the year, we continue to go about 
the live stock business in the: 't 
haphagard and indifferent man *°. 
We sieep while opportunity waits 
upon us. 

“And yet our farmers still con- 
centrate their attention upon cot- 
ton!” 

Surely the time is not far dis- 
tant. when the southeast will arouse 
itself and awaken to the folly of 
the system under which freight 
and stock cars are brought in 
trains from the west, loaded with 
corn and hay and food animals— 
which is. analogous to carrying 
coals to Newcastel—and sent back 
empty! 

Until we do—until we quit pay- 
ing tribute to “the prosperous live 
stock and grain farmers of the 
west,” as The Observer puts it— 
we cannot hope to attain the place 
in the ranks of agricultural states 
to which our superior natural ad- 
vantages abundantly entitle us. 


THE VEHICLE TAX LAW. 

Some days ago Attorney General 
Denny submitted an opinion to the 
effect that the law by which own- 
ers of motor vehicles ‘2 Georgia 
are assessed license fees, the 
money thus accruing being applied 
to the state highway fund, is in- 
valid, for the reason that it was 
passed without a roll call vot. in 
the senate. 


The state constitution requires 
that all bills in the nature of ap 
propriation measures’ shall _ be 
passed by roll call in cach of the 
two branches of the general as 
sembly. 

The attorney, general expressed 
the opinion that this law comes 
under the head of appropriation 
measures in that the legislature 
“appropriated” to the highway 
fund the revenues to be derived 
from its operation. 

Judge Pendleton sustained that 
view; but there is a fine point of 
law involved in it, which is to be 
carried up to the higher courts for 
final adjudication. 

It is a pity that the validity of 
the law had to be publicly ques- 
tioned at this time—in other words, 
that, even though the act may be 
technically defective, it could not 
have been continued in operation 
until the legislative session began, 
when the remedy could have been 
applied without loss of time in the 
development of the state highway 
commission’s splendid roads-buiid: 
ing program.* 

Until all doubt as to the law’s 
effectiveness is removed the hands 
of the highway department are, of 
course, tied and its operations, so 
far as they are governed by motor 
vehicle license moneys, must be 
impaired. 

But whatever cloud there may 
be upon the law, the legislature is 
responsible for it; and it can be 
relied@upon to lose no time in re- 
moving it.

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- Aggressive Methods, Modern Systems, ’

The more successful cor- 
porations are showing a considera- 
ble saving this year because of the 
substantial reduction. in the item 
of federal taxes in the year 1919, 
as comnvared with 1918, which regis- 
tered the ~oak (S80 ner cent) in this 
regard. In every line of business, 
expenses have increased enormousiy, 
aue to the hicher cost of doing bus'i- 
ness, explained largely by ineffi- 
ciency of labor. delays in transper- 
tation and higher interest rates. - 

Strikes and Rentals. 

“The tie-ups due to strikes have 
been a material factor in increas- 
ing the cost of doing business and 
every industry has been affected 
directly or indirectly through this 
medium alone. As a matter of fact, 
the business man found it absciute- 
ly necessary to adopt aggressive 
methods and increase his volume of 
business because of the much high- 
er overhead expenses. 

“The item of rental which has 
affected not only business concerns 
but individual employees has bee. 


increased enormously. There has 
been very little in the way of build- 
ing construction throughout the 
southeastern and southwestern ter- 
ritory, and in all of the cities which 
I have visited there t= a great s>hort- 
age at the present time in office 

ace as well as homes. Atlanta ant! 
New Orleans stand out to me as the 
cities doing the most at the present 
time to meet this condition In New 
Orleans there are no less than four 
large bank and of

this in the face of the high cost of 
building construction. Just as New 
Orleans is extending its facilities to 
make a bid for the location of busi- 
ness concerns in that city, Atlanta 
is doing wonderful work in endeav- 
oring to provide facilities for hous- 
ing the employees of its industries. 

South Furnishing Capital, 

“The demands for capital are very 
great and from my _ observations 
more so in Kansas City and St. | 
Louis than any of the larger cities 
in the southeast or southwest,” con- 
tinued Mr. Ernst. “In this respect, 
one of the outstanding and ost 
Pleasing features has been the fact 
that during the past twelve m ths 
there have been surprising ftrans- 
fers of capital from the federal re- 
Serve banks of the south to other 
federal reserve districts. In Texas, 
for instance, this fact is made an 
Outstanding point in conversation 
with leading bankers and business 
men, inaSmuch as the federal re- 
serve bank at Dallas was able to 
loan fifteen million dollars to meet 
demands outside of that district. 

Atlanta or no other city of the 
south has had to meet a freight con- 
gestion similar to that which prac- 
tically paralized business in Detroit 
anil vicinity. For example, in De- 
troit and Cleveland where so large 


a portion of the business is repre. 
sented directly; or indirectily by the 
automobile industry, there has been 
a new demand for labor created 
through’ the tie-up in freight bp 
the necessity for delivering auto- 
mobiles by drivers who have ree 
ceived large compensation includ- 
ing all expenses for driving indj- 
vidual automobiles from the fac- 
tories to the agents or dealers in 
distant cities. It is not an uncom- 
mon sight to see a thousand auto- 
mobiles being delivered by this 
method in a single day. There 
have been some cancellations of aus 
tomobile specifications covering raw 
materials as well as finished parts, 
and there is a distinct feeling that 
the tremendous demand for pleasure 
car vehielegs has recently slowed 
down, This should be important 
in its effect upon business generally 
and particular so if it indicates 
a more conservative policy regard- 
ing reckless expenditure, which all 
experts agree has greatly affected 
the high cost of living, 

“I find a somewhat uniform dis- 
cussion regarding the high cost of 
living in all the cities which I visit- 
ed and the recent heavy penalties 
which have been imposed by the 
government against certain of the 
so-called profiteers have been takea 
very seriously. For example, in 
one of the southern citles there 
has been a series of meetings where 
cost and selling prices of various 
articles have been discussed and an 
agreement reached in regard to a 
definite percentage to be added t9 
the cost and overhead expenses so 
4S to provide a fair margin of prof- 
it. I find that the widely advertised 
reductions of twenty per cent or 
more in certain localities are not 
substantiated by lower costs in re- 
plenishing stocks of similar com- 
modities, As a matter of fact, these 
widely advertised reductions have 
been brought about in certain in- 
stances through Keen competition, 
the results of advertising. and, in 
Some cases, through the desire to 
liquidation stocks on hand because 
of the tight money conditions and 
the prevailing high interest rates, 

“Leading bankers throughout the 
south have been required to meet 
much higher costs in conducting 
bankin, business and the higher 
interest rates are now reflecting 
sifch higher costs. There ig every 
intication that the strong demand 
for money will continue for some 
time and there is no logical rea- 
son under the circumstances why 
interest rates should materially re- 
cede.’ 

A New, Aggressive Spirit. 

In speaking of the business meth- 
ods of southern people, Mr. Ernst 
sa d: 

“The Susinecss man of the south 
is realizing more than ever before 
that old-time methods have dis- 
appeared and tat aggressiveness 
répresentec by up-to-date methods 
and a live organization are abso- 
lutely essential. While the regu- 
lated prices and the handicaps due 
to priority during the war have 
been practically forgotten, much 
good has come about through the 
war regulations, due to the imme- 
diate effect which they had upon 
business. Just as the business man 
was required to adapt himself to 
the changed business conditions 
brought about by the great wer, he 
has gone through that period of 
training and is now better pre- 
pared to face the tremendously 
chanced business. conditions e--- 
fronting him today. 

“While actual cost fn comparison 
to sales was not wholly necessary 
during the war, thereis now a condi- 


tion which makes it absolutely nec- 
essary to have accurate cost with a 
fetatied analvesis of expenses and 
an accurate monthly check on in- 
ventories. The affairs of business 
men and corporations were more 
Closely analyzed “by government 
representatives during the war

Not Until Someone Finds

the British side. It very nearly led 
to war again twenty-odd years later, 
when Russia, having overthrown 
Turkey, again reached the sea ©! 
Marmora and came within sight of 
Constantinople itself. 
Peace was preserved by virtue of 
Russian consent to lay her case 
before a European conference, tt 
that conference, held at Berlin, saw 
the complete disappointment of 
Russia and marked the rise of Ger- 
many to complete mastery on the 
content. Bismarck having framed 
an alliance with Austria-Hungary, 
the two powers henceforward stod 
unitedly in Russia’s pathway, while 
Britain. having taking Egypt and 
controlling the Suez canal, lost in- 
terest in Constantinople. . 
From the congress of Berlin to 
the assassination of the archduke 
thirty-six years later the history of 
the Near East is a report of the 
rivalries between Austria and Rus- 
gia, each seeking control of the 
Balkans. In this struggle Bulgaria 
was for a moment the servant of 
Russia, b very shortly changed 
sides, while Serbia became the sol- 
Gier of the czar. Russia undertook 


to protect Serbia and Montenegro 
nst Austria, thus barring Aus-

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Aegean. Austria, with Gérmany be- 
hind her, supported Rumania and 
Bulgaria, thus barring Russia's land 
approach to Constantinople.

Vienna and German influence at 
the Golden Horn completely sup- 
planted British. 

Sudden Change in 1912, 

But in 1912 there came a sudden 
change in the situation. The Bal- 
kan states, laying aside secular 
hatred, joined in a coalition against 
Turkey adn briefly and completely 
extinguished Turkish power in 
Europe. The Bulgarian troops 
reached the Ctatalja lines near Con- 
stantinople, the Greek troops en- 
tered Salonica and Serb forces took 
Monastir and occupied all of north- 
ern Albania. Here was a direct 
defeat for all of the Austro-Ger- 
man hopes, for both in Vienna and 
in Berlin there had been the ex- 
pectation of an eventual expansion 
to Constantinople and _ beyond, 
where Germany was building the 
Bagdad railway, an eventual chal- 
lenge to Britain in India and Egypt. 

The Baikan war had, too, been 
preceded by a contest between Italy 
and Turkey which had resulted in 
the Italian seizure of Tpiroli’* and 
various Aegean islands, Thus Italy, 
an ally of Germany, had struck Tur- 
key, also a German ally. The blows 
thus delivered to Austro-German 
hopes were severe. Moreover, as 
England, France and Russia, par- 
ticularly the two latter, tended to 
Support the alkan states, it became 
& (tatter of utmost importance for 
Germany and Austria to separate 
the Balkan alliance, and thi. was 
accomplished by denying Serbia her 
| in Albania and thus 
leaving the Serbs with the choice 
of fulfilling their agreement with 
the Bulgarians and turning over 
Macedonia, thus having nothing to 
show tor their victory and insisting 
upon a new division.

The 
result was that Serbia emerged 
with her area and population 
doubled and her appetite stimu- 
lated, Henceforth the Serbs open- 
ly plotted to wrest from Austria 
the southern Slav lands, while Ru- 
mania looked with increasing earn- 
estness upon Hungarian lands in- 
habited by Rumanians. 

Out of this impossible situation 
the world war came less than a 
year alter the treaty of Bucharest 
had officia!ly terminated the second 
Balkan war. Now it will be seen 
‘tom this hasty review that the old 
western question was the result of 
the clash of policies of great pow- 
ers. Russia moved toward Constan- 
tinople and encuuntered first Brit- 
fil. backed by France in th Cri- 
mean war and then Austria backed 
yb Germany. The small Balkan 
States were little more than the 
pawns of the larger powers until 
the moment of 1912. when they 
joined hands and attacked Turkey. | 

Today ,by contrast, the new east- 
ern question is a question affecting 
only the smaller powers. It is true 
that Constantinople is in Britisn 
hands and that British domination 
at the Golden Horn has aroused a 
measure of protest in Paris and 
even in Rome, but it is unlike]; 
that this circumstance will lead 
to an open break between the pres- 
ent allies, moreover in the end some 
sort of international control or 
more probably surrender to Greece 
will eliminate the Constantipople 
dispute. In reality the new eastern 
cuestion begins at Prague and Vien- 
na, instead of Belgrade and Bucha- 
rest and is a dispute between the 
Several tribes actually dweiling in 
the regiecn between the German 
frontier and the Aegean. 


Differences Between Tribes. 


To discuss the various disputes 
within the limits of ths article ‘s 
quite impossible, but what I mean 
to try to do is to catalogue the dif- 
ferences between ‘hese various

for example, of any o,en 
hostilities between Jugo-Slavia and 
Italy, Rumania would be certain 
te attack the Slavs, Bulgaria would 
certainly join in, while any quar- 
rel between the Serbs and the Bul- 
garians which did not involve Italy 
or Rumania would certainly enlist 
the Greeks on the Serb sid>. 

Starting at the north, Checho- 
Slovakia isin volved in a quarrel 
with Poland over Teschen, recent 
dispatches have reported rioting 
and actual clashes between Czech 
and Polish troops. in the same 
way there have been many conflicts 
between Czech and Hungarian 
troops, since the Magyars refuse to 
recognize the cess'on of the Slovak 
Highlands to the Czechs. TA 
blood also exists between the Aus- 
trians and the Czechs because some 
%,000,000 German speaking Aus- 
trians have been included within 
the limits of the Czecho-Slovak 
state. Finalyl, to cap the climax. 
bitterness has developed between 
the Czechs, the Slovaks and the 
Ruthenians, that Is, between the 
three Slav elements which inhab- 
it the new state such is the situa- 
tion of Czecho-Slovakia, 

As to Austria, in addition to the 
quarrel with the Czechs, the muti- 
lated fragment of Austria finds it- 
self a. offs with the Hungarians

Mich was assigned to Austria 
recent settlement. Thies is the 
“Odénburg question.” It has a very 

t grievance agfainst Italy, since 

ore than a third’of a million Ger- 
man epeaking inhabitants of the 
Tyrol have been included within 
Italian frontiers. It is in open dis- 
ute with the Jugo-Slavs over the 
Slagenfurt district. Finally mos: 
German-Austrians look forward to 
the reconquest of the Slovenian dis- 
tricts which fell to Jugo-Slavia in 
the peace of St. Germain. 

As for Hungary. in addition to her 
quarrels with Czecho-Slovakia over 
the Slovak highlands and with the 
Austrians over Odenburg, she 
threatens to take arms at the first 
opportunity to recover the Croatian 
lands, which separate her from the 
Adriatic, and this territory in- 
cludes Fiume, also in dispute be- 
tween the Slavs of the south and 
Italy. But the chief Hungarian 
quarrel after all is with Rumanians, 
who have taken Transylvania and 
most of the Banat, thus denprivin 
the Magyars of at least a third of 
their territory and some of their 
richest districts. In a word, Hun- 
gary has a “question” with each of 
her neighbors. 


The Jugo-Siavia Situation. 


Nor is Jugo-Slavia much poorer 
in quarrels. The Fiume dispute has 
already filiea@ the world with its 
echoes, but it is only a @etail in. 
the far larger question of the Adria- 
tic, for the southern Slavs claim 
Trieste as well as Fiume an@ nape 
to dominate the east coast of the 
Adriatic from the onzo to the 
Drina. With the Rumanians the 

go-Slavs have a bitter feud over 
the southwest corner of the Banat.

She 
has taken Transylvania and most 
of the Banat from Hungary, the 
Bukovina from Austria, Bessarabia 
from Russia, the southern Dobrudja 
from Bulgaria, only in the Banat 
has she teen obliged to concede a 
little to the Serb. ut each of her 
gains carries with it an inheritance 
of hatred. With Hungary there can 
be no real peace for a generation 
at least. that is until Hungary ac- 
cepts the new settlement; with Rus- 
sia there is always the possibility 
of trouble. if a strong government 
eventually appears and Russian 
policy seeks the restoration of Rus- 
sian rule in all the marches, torn 
away from it during the past five 
years. Bulgaria is as ready now as 
four years ago to attack Rumania 
if there is anyp romise of regaining 
the Dobrudja. Even if Ukrainia 
finally obtains independence from 
Ruasia there is the possibility of 
dispute between he Ukraine and 
Rumania over the portions of the 


Bukovina in which the Ruthenian 


element predominates, 

Bulgaria, too, is surrounded by 
hatreds, all of which are returned 
with interest. Bulgaria, however, 
is in a position which is just the 
reverse of that of Rumania. Her 
foes have been successful on all 
sides. She has lost not only all ol 
Macedonia to Serbia, but also fron- 
tier strips which were mers before 
the first Balkan war. She has lost 
the Southern Dobrudja to Rumania. 
She is losing all her hopes in 
Thrace. ag the Greeks advance to 
take over Adrianople, which was 
Bulgarian for a few months after 
the first Balkan was. All the 
dreams ot the greater Bulgaria, 
cherished for so many decades, a 
rreater Bulgaria extending from 
the Adriatic to the ‘Black sea and 
from the Danube to the Aegean, in- 
cluding Albania. Thrace, Macedonia, 
with Monastir, Salonica and Adria- 
nople, have turned to dust and 
ashes. But Bulgaria has not ac- 
cepted the recent decision ag final. 

Greece Fortunate, 

Lastly there is Greece, fortunate 
in the fact that three of her Euro- 
pean frontiers are maritime. Only 
on the north does Greece touch her 
European neighbors directly. Over 
nearly half of this northern boun-

It is on this crazy foundation that 
the edifice of European peace rests. 
Of all the disputes which have been 
catalogued few are less than «a 
thousand years old, many have 
been the cause of long and bloody 
wars in the past. None has been 
compromised or eliminated by the 
latest settlement, most_have been 
actually accentuated. While it is 
wholly unlikely that any general 
war sweeping che southeast of Eu- 
rope is likely today or tomorrow. 
given the degree of exhaustion ex- 
isting in most of the countries, it is 
no less clear that the possibility 
exists, while, even if the conflagra- 
tion be postponed, eventually it is 
likely to burst forhtwith the same 
deadly consequences which mark- 
ed the explosion og 1914. Not until 
someone nds a remedyfi for the dis: 
ease of acute nationalism, if indeed 
it be a disease, can there be any 
hope of real settlement in the near 
east and the disappearance of that 
threat of “trouble in the Balkans 
which plagued Europe for so many 
de :ades.”

Sikeetch of Coolidge. 


Calvin Coolidge, of Northhamp- 
ton, Mass., although in public life 
in his adopted state almost ever 
since his graduation from Amherst 
college in 1895, was little known 
outside of Massachusetts until the 
greater part of the police force of 
Boston went on strike in Septem- 
ber, 1919. Coolidge was governor 
of the State. He ordered out the 
State guard to patrol the streets of 
Boston after a night of rioting, an- 


nounced that law and order would 


- 


be preserved and declared that the 
strikers were deserters and that 


their places would be filled by other 


men. 

The strikers never regained their 
nositions. Troops maintained order 
for several weeks and a new police 
force was recruited. The stand 
taken by the governor carried his 
name to all parts of the country and 
in his own state he was promptly 
nicknamed “Law and Order Cool- 
idge.”’ 

As the presidential campaign of 
1920 approached his admirers tried 
to induce him to become an active 
candidate for the republican nomi- 
nation for president, when he an- 
nounced publicly that he was-net a 
eandidate and that heeconsidered 
that while he was governor his job 
was at the state house. 

Born on a Farm. 


Calvin Coolidge wast born on a 
farm in the little village of Plv- 
mouth, Vt.. on July 4, 1872. His 
father, in addition to carryine on 
the farm. was the village storeKecp- 
er. Coolidge’s ancestors, from the 
time of John Coolidge, settled in 

Jatertown, Mass., in 1630 were all

His first public office was a mem- 
ber of the Northampton city coun- 
cil in 1899. Successively he was 
city solicitor. county clerk, state 
representative for two years. mayor 
for two years, state senator for 
four vears, the last two serving as 
nresident of the senate and lieu- 
tenant governor for three vears. 

Elected Governor in 1918. 


In 1918 he was nominated by the 
republicans without opposition for 
governor and was elected by plu- 
rality of about 17,000. He was re- 
nominated in 1919, and aided by the 
nrestige gained through his rela- 
tion to the Boston police strike. 
was re-elected by a plurality of 
d received the 
largest total vote ever cast for a 
governor in Massachusetts. 

Governor Coolidge was married in 
1905 to Miss Grace A. Goodhue, of 
Rurlingtan, Vt. Their two children 
are both boys. When he was chosen 


‘governor he did not abandon his 


modest residence in half of a dou- 
hle house in Northampton, but took 
up his ouvarters in a single room 
in a small Boston hotel in the busi- 
nese dicetrict. returnine the hun- 
drea-odd miles to his home for the 
week-ends.

Lowden, at the end of the ninth, 
had only 121 votes left out of the 
307 with which he ended the 
eighth, and General Wood's strength 
had fallen from 299 on the eighth 
to 249 on the ninth Johnson 
dropped from 87 to 82. 

As the tenrh roll call began dele- 
gates quit Lowden, Wood and John- 
son right and left, and the big ha‘: 
was in almost continuous applause 
as state after state announced ac- 
cession to the Harding standard. It 
was reserved for Pennsylvania to 
add the crowning touch of enthusi- 
asm. When the Keystone State was 
reported the Ohio senator needed 
thirty-two votes to nominate him, 
and Pennsylvania gave him sixty. 
Gevernor Sproul Frees Delegates. 

It was Governor Sproul himself, 
the candidate cf his state on every 
preceding ballot and mentioned 
many times as a possible dark 
horse, who acted to break the dead- 
lock. Entering the Coliseum flour 
for the first time since the ballot- 
ing began, he ma his way to the 
Pennsylvania standard, and, am.d 
cheers, released the delegation 
from longef supporting hin. 

A demonstration-of several min- 
utes followed, most of the delegates 
and spectators standing and cheer- 
ing, while a procession carrying 
large pictures of the candidate and 
standards of some of the states that 
supported him, took up-its march 
around the hall. But it~ was tco 
tired a convention after the gruel- 
ing excitement of two sweltering 
dsys of balloting to long keep up 
such a demonstration. Senator 
Lodge, presiding, rapped for order 
and the delegates did not argue 
with him. 

When it was seen that a candi- 
date had been nominated, the cus- 
tomry changing of votes began with 
a half dozen who had voted for 
other candidates switching over so 
as to appear in the winning col- 
umn on the last ballot. Most of 
Illinois deserted its governor and 
many of the Wood men, too, asked 
to have their votes recorded for 
Harding. 

The ‘inal check-up showed 692 
for Harding, with only 12_left. sup- 
porting Lowden, 157 for Wood and 
8&8 for Johnson. At their best, ear- 
lier in the day, the Wood people 
had mustered 312 votes and the 
Lowden forces 311. 
point was 148, recorded on the third 
ballot yesterday. 

A motion to make the nomination 
unanimous was passed in a great 
chorus of approval, but when op- 
portunitv was given, for negative 
votes there were some “noes 
from Wiseonsin. whose delegation 
throuchout the dav had voted. ami 
hisses and catealls, almost solidly 
for Senator Robert M. La Follette. 

Second Place for Coolidge. 

The plan to nominate Senator 
Lenroot for the vice presidency, had 
the backing of many of the men 
who had helped put Harding over. 
but the name of Governor Coolidge 
stirred the delegates and galleries 
to repeated cheering avd he was 
swept into the second place of the 
ticket hefore, the first roll call had 
gone two-thibds of its length. Again 
it was Pennsvivania which fur- 
nished the winning votes, 

Covernor Coolidge got 4 votes 
to 146 for Senator—henroot and 68 
for Governor Allen, of Kansas. Sev- 
eral others got moatterinagevoper 
without beine placed formally in 
nomination. The result was greet- 
ed with another demonstration and 
there was renewed cheering: a few 
minutes later when the tired dele- 
gates were told that their work was 
done. 
time adjournment was reached, but 
before midnirht hundreds had 
checked out and were on their way. 

Before adjourning the con- 
vention adopted a resolution 
directing the national commit- 
tee to formulate some new rule 
for representation, which— would 
eliminate the troublesome situation 
prevailing in the southern states. 
Tt is in accord with the plan of cut- 
ting down representation, 

On motion of Mr. Hert, of Ken- 
tucky, Senator J.odge was appoint- 
ed chairman of the committee to no- 
tify Senator Hardine of his nomina- 
tion for president and William Al- 
len White. of Kansas, chairman of 
the committee, to notify Governor 
Coolidge of his nomination as vice 
president. 

There was no Official total of tne 
final ballot. Near the close of the 
ballot there was a wholesale 
switching of votes to the Harding 
camp 7nd then a motion to make 
it unanimous. -This motion faile* 
because of the opposition of the 
Wiscagsin delegation. 

Negro Delegates All Harding. 

During the recess negro delegates 
representing all negro votes, with 
the exception of three, called on 
Senator Harding, piloted by Charles 
A. Cotrill, of Ohio. Cotrill said they 
had obtained a satisfactory state- 
ment from the senator as to his at- 
titude on questions affecting the 
negro population and would throw 
fifty-five votes to his support dur- 
ing the afternoon.

ON THE MOUNT VERNON 


Washington, June 12.—Arrival at 
Norfolk of the army § transport 
Mount Vernon carrying 4,000 
Czecho-Slovak troops, 900 German 
war prisoners, and 250 women .and 
children, was reported today to the 
war department by Captain Fergu- 
son, commander of the vessel. 

Captain Ferguson, in a radio dis- 
patch filed as the transport was 
entering the Virginia capes, denied 
reports received yesterday by the 
Czecho-Slovak legation and the Red 
Cross, that several suicides had oc- 
curred aboard the transport after 
she had broken her propeller off the 
South Até#antic coast. 

“Despite the long voyage across 
the Pacific from Vladivostok and 
around the Panama canal,” said the 
commander's report, “the morale of 
the passengers is excellent. Reports 
as to suicides having been commit- 
ted on the ship are entirely erro- 
neous.” 

The loss of one propeller, Captain 
Ferguson said, caused him to aban- 
don the direct route to Europe and 
head into Hampton Roads. The 
transport probably will be in dry 
dock at rfolk for several days, 
he added, and in the meantime the 
returning troops, war prisoners and 
passengers will be cared for by rep- 
resentatives of the Red Cross, Y.

Break from Johnson. 

At New Jersey came another slight 
evidence of the inevitable break 
from Johnson. One vote left him 
and went to Harding. At Oregon 
the inevitable drift from the dele- 
gates that Johnson had under du- 
ress, began. Three of his eight left 
him. One of them went to Lowden 
and another to Harding, and now 
came Texas. There, for the first 
time, we got the sure sign of what 
was being done. Up to the present 
it had been solely a case of beat- 
ing Wood with Lowden. Now came 
signs of the next purpose—to suD- 
stitute Harding for Lowden. Low- 
den, in his turn, was to be beaten, 
and Harding was to be made the 
winner. The Texas delegates are 
just the kind who are most easily 
subservient to a program like this. 
On the last ballot last night Wood 
had had: eight delegates from Tex- 
as.

That was the thing that arrested 
the attention and marked the be- 
ginning of a new trend.

One Maine delegate had been vot- 
ing for Hoover with assent of the 
Wood forces, but now that vote 
could not longer be wasted on 
Hoover. It was called back, and 
for the first time Maine voted her 
solid delegation of twelve for 
Wood. Next came Maryland, and 
Maryland still stood fast for Wood. 
There have been uneasy rumors 
ebout this Wood delegation from 
Maryland. Sooner or later part of 
it will prove disloyal and turn 
away. : 

Now comes Michigan, and here 
the real Johnson break'begins. We 
had expected. it in the last ballot, 
but there is every disposition to be 
conciliatory to Johnson, and he is 
permitted to have Michigan for one 
ballot longer than he might rea- 
sonably have expected it. In the 
break Johnson still kept 18, Lowden 
got one and Wood got 11. John- 
son won't be able to keep all of 
these eighteen on future ballots.

_ Strife and War in Ohio. 

When Ohio was reached it was 
very evident that there was strife 
and war in that delegation. Quite 
naturally so, Harding had most of 
the delegates from that state. He 
had thirty-nine of them, while 
Wood had only nine. That align- 
ment rine and thirty-nine remain- 
ed the same up to this ballot. But 
we all know that several of those 
thirty-nine delegates were not loyal 
to Harding and were voting for him 
only under duress. They counted 
on leaving him and eging to Wood, 
where their hearts were, but now 
c1me the complication. they now 
see that it is to be the man the 
leaders will try to nominate, and 
Harding is a son of their own state. 
Urder these circumstances .- shall 
they keep their promise to leave 
him? There is turmoil in the dele- 
gation. Some one demands a roll 
call. The balloting must cease until 
the secretary calls the names of the 
forty-eight men. The result is four 
delegates have left Harding and 
gone to Wood. : 

The result of this ballot is that 
Wood and Lowden are exactly even 
at 311%.

Intention to Pash Harding Plain. 

By this time the intention to push 
Harding forward is: plain even to 
the uninitiated. What the balance 
of power group Is doing is to cart- 
fully shift the delegates they con- 
trol. They do noft\take the dele- 
gates directly away ffom Wood and 
Lowden and give them straight 
away’ to Harding. ey shift them 
about from place to place. Only an 
acute observer can follow the pro- 
cess. At the end of this ballot, for 
example, Wood and Lowden are 
practically unchanged. Wood has 
212, Lowden 311%. but Harding has 
come up m 85 to 105%.

And then the thing happened. He 
chairman called Connecticut.

Like a Celibate Cat. 


As Philip Littell says: “Like 
Coventry Patmore’s lover who kept 
on ‘suing and wooing long after ‘all 
is won that hope can ask,’-” Henry 
James kept up his nervous courtship 
of England. For years he and Eng- 
land lived toegther on what, had the 
anxious husband been able to fre- 
member that he was no longer 
bridegroom of fiance on probation, 
might have been terms of placid con- 
nubial friendship, but he never got 
used to her. Something about her, 
something storied or even finished 
and fashionable, some attitude which 
markéd her as belonging to a 
greater world than his, provoked 
him ever to pursue. England lived 
at her ease with Henry James: he 
lived with her in a sacred twitter.” 
As a matter of fact, howeevr, Henry 
James did not formally ally himseif 
with England on social or artistic 
grounds, but just because England, 
like a bolder knight, leaped first 
into the arena of battle and _ so 
finally capitivated~his fancy, just as 
many a fair lady’s ‘has been won— 
Henry, in short, was a war bride. 
There is more ;than a little of the 
feminine or perhaps the feline in 
Henry James. Francis Hackett says 
that “in Mr. James there are many 
traits of the sedate, the urhane,, the 
playful, the fastidious, the secretive, 
the luxurious, the epicurean—many 
traits, in fine, of the cat. It is, as it 
were, a detached bachelor if not a 
celibate cat. It is a cat octupied 
with cream, with cushions, with dry

HALF HUNRRED DAYS 


Highway Department 
Muddle, Education and 
Tax Assessment Situa- 
tions Most Important 
Departments for Work. 


By T. B. Conner. 

Within the next ten days, or to 
be more exact, on Wednesdayyot 
next week, June 23, the general as- 
sembly will gather invAtlanta for 
fifty days to tackle again the prob- 
lems of lawmaking. With all the 
manifold distractions of this super- 
political year to divide and harass 
them, the session is expected to 
prove a severe test both to their pa- 
triotism and judgment. 

In view of the fact, however. 
that the existence of a great state 
department anti of historic inati- 
tutions with a long record of public 
usefulness behind them may —be 
Staked on the wisdom of the de- 
cisions at which they arrive, there 
is every ground for hope that the 
passions and prejudices of the hour 
ie be cast behind them when 

ey enter the legislative halls, and 
both senators and representatives 
will devote themselves whole- 
heartedly to the public needs. 

While the legislature’ will be the 
Same as that which mbled here 
last year and the business will be 
taken up where it was left off in 
1919, there will be six new faces in 
the two bodies, one in the senate 
and’ five in the house. Three of the 
new members will fill places that 
have been vacated by death, and 
three will take up the mantle of 
representatives who resigned dtr- 
ing the year. ‘ 

New Faces. 

M. M. Kendall has been chosen 
to represent the forty-seventh sen- 
atorial district in the place of\Judge 
t. Parker, who succumbed to a 
sudden attack recently after a trip 
to Atlanta tg attend a meeting of 
the subcommittee of the demédcrat- 
ic state executive committee. T 
J. Anderson succeeds J. T. Wor- 
sham as representative from Chat- 
tooga, the latter having died short- 
ly after the session ended last year; 
John C. Lewis replaces as repre- 
semtative from Hancock R. A. 
Moore, who was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident between . Milledge- 
ville and Macon. The other new 
representatives are A. D. Jones, of 
Meriwether; Burton L. Weston, of 
Brooks, and John Camp Davis, of 
Floyd. \They succeed J. E. Justice, 
Judge J. G. McCall and John W. 
Bale, respectively, who resigned. 

Probably the most pressing matter 
to engage the attention of the 
legislators will be the status of the 
state highway department, the 
funds of which are now being held 
up by the action of Fulton superior 
court, and the fate of which may 
hinge on the decision reached by 
the supreme court, unless the law- 
malers come to the rescue preyi- 
ously with remedial legislation. 

Not oénly will the organization 
of the department be threatened 
with destruction without an im- 
mediate emergency appropriation, 
but the legal status of the board 
may be impaired without immedi- 
ate ae taken to, validate the 
highwa legislation of last sum- 
mer. The importance of this will be 
appreciated when it is considered 
that more than nine millions of 
dollars of federal, state and county 
money are involved in contracts al- 
ready let by the board or pending. 
Besides this, there are nearly 
$1,600,000 collected from the sale of 
motor vehicle tags, which are tied 
up in the treasury; and this money 
cannot be spent for anything except 
road construction, 

State Education, 

Quite as important from athe 
Standpoint of puDlic need, if not 
so urgent in time, is the deplorable 
condition of the state’s educational 
institutions. which must be cunsid- 
ered if these institutions are to 
survive with unimpaired useful- 
ness. While it is an undisputed 
fact that the cost of everything 
purchasable has more than doubled 
in recent years, and that the dollar 
of today is worth less than half of 
that of the pre-war period, the 
maintenance appropriations for the 
university and its branches have 
remained practically unchanged. 
This is equivalent to their having 
been cut in half, and the-result 
hag been that the teaching facul- 
ties have been almost completely 
disorganized by resignations, 
that the faithful professors who 
have remained at their posts have 
been hard put to it to eke out a 
livelihood on their salaries. 


Not only this, but improvements 
with very few exceptions were 


suspended during the war. Deterto- 


ration has set in on the bu'idines 
and grounds which are painfully 
apparent to the most casual vis- 
itor. The whole system is going to 
wrack, and the decline will be 
speedy and inevitable unless the 
general assembly can {find some 
way to secure funds to meet the 
crisis. While all this is true. ft ts 


also true that a larger number of

Important recommendations from 
the various state house officials 
will also demand the attention of 
the general assembly. Secretary of 
State S. G. McLendon will ask to 
have more teeth put into the “blue 
skv’ law. which seek to unload their 
stock on t he eGorgia public. In 
other states, for example, in Ohlo, 
six examiners under the commis- 
sioner of securities. who has the 
administration of the “blue sky” 
law devote their entire time to mak- 
ing investigations of applicant com- 
panies, traveling all over the United 
States and Canada. This they do 
at the expense of the applicants, 

“Blue Sky” Law. 

The fact that the United States 

preme court has upheld such rig- 
ofous “bly sky" laws in their en- 
tirety as those of Ohio, Michigan 
and South Dakota has led Mr. Mc- 
Lendon to the opinion that the time 
is ripe for a marked strengthening 
of the law in Georgia, which has 
not been amended since its enact- 
ment in 1913. 

Superintendent of Banks T. R, 
Bennett will have several amend- 
ments to recommend in the banking 
law enacted last year. He will ask 
that it be changed so as to allow 
bank companies to acquire trust 
company privAleges, as they could 
do before the law was passed, 
thereby meeting the objection rais- 
ed by Secretary of State McLendon. 
He will also ask that he be instruct- 
ed to accept without examination 
cotton receipts from bonded ware- 
houses and that he may require an 
investigation of all other. ware- 
house receipts, the costs td be paid 
by the bank investigated. 

The legislature will also be asked 
to require that all trust companies, 
whether working under a superior 
court charter or not, be placed un- 
ae the supervision of the banking 

epartment. An amendment will be 
loan limit of 
banks for loans with or without 
collateral based on capital and sur- 
plus. At present, loans without 
collateral are based on capital only. 
Loans with coliateral may be based 
on capital, surplus and undivided 
profits. 

An important reform in the school 
law is asked for by Superintendent 
Brittain. His report shows that the 
present method of electing county 
superintendents of education by 
popular vote has proved unsatisfac- 
tory. It hag led to the selection of 
incompetent officials in many coun- 
ties and to a lax administration of 
the law. He asks that the law be 
changed so as to make the county 
boards elective by the people, in- 
stead of being designated by the 
grand juries, and to have the sunper- 
intendent elected by the board. This 
is the same system in vogue in the 
city schools and has proven a much 
more effective one than that of the 
counties.

Turning Ideas Into Money.

Hugh 8, Fullerton gives many in- 
stances of the money value of ideas 
in an-article in People’s Magazine 
for April.

If every man 
to whom you talk has had one or 
more ideas that would have made 
him rich if he had worked them 
out successfully, it is reasonable 
to believe every man has one or 
more that has not yet been worked 
out. It is foolish to think that all 
the good ideas have been exhausted. 
Take some of the big ones. There 
is the fourth dimension, the secret 
for hardening copper, the way of 
stabilizing an airplane, the method 
of utilizing wave and tide power, 
some system of utilizing or negat- 
ing gravity. Take some small ones. 
A cream pitcher that can be wash- 
ed easily, a shutter that will pre- 
vent flickering in motion pictures, 
a non-breakable watch crystal. Why. 
the man who can invent anything 
that will prevent little girls from 
losing their hair ribbons would be 
rich j@t a year! 

There is a governmental depart- 
ment,at Washington which has list- 
ed more than 300 different ideas 
that were worked out successfully 
in Germany during the war to meet 
the pressing conditions. <A large 
number of these wilk be of value 
to the entire world. A friend of 
mine in the aviation game teils me 
that more than 200 practical] im- 
provements on the plane were made 
during the war and that new ideas 
are being worked out so rapidly 
that ‘a plane is liable to be out of 
date in three- months. I asked a 
captain who was in the photographic 
division for two years how many 
new ideas were applied to photogra- 
phy since the beginning of the war 
and he said:

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particular make of the cotton you buy. 
On the other hand, it might not be 


superfluous to remind the beginner of 
the artistic necessity of choosing cot- 


ton to correspond in fineness or coarse- 
ness with the particular kind of linen 
on which the crochet is being used. An 


éxtra fine linen napkin, for instance, is 


capable of being ruined in appearance 
utterly by an initialing done with coarse 


cotton. 
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Likewise is the peculiar charm of the 
unusually coarse quality of linen spoiled 
by a decoration too fine to have any 
character, when compared with the 
background. It is the coarse cream- 
colored cotton that is at its charming 


‘best where crash is chosen for nap- 


kins or runners or whatever linens you 
are working on; and vice versa.

‘Little to See, Almost 
Nothing to Discover,”’ 
but There Was That 
Inch of Cloth Found 
Near the'Scene of the 
Explosion, Which Nip- 
ponese DetectivesUsed 
to Solve the Mystery 
of the Great Tokio 
Bomb Plot. 


O the evening of the Emperor’s birthday the | 
ambassadors of the far nations were bid- “ 


den to the garden of the Foreign Minister at 
Kasumigaseki. It was a grateful autumnal eve- 
ning, the last of October, In the boxes along the 
inclosing wall of the garden the artificial cherry 
trees lifted their plumes of delicious blossoms, 
A tiny trickle of water rose up and plashed down 
in the fountain. The intriguing moon slanted a 
wry smile upon the diplomatists who came to- 
gether there in Tokio to weigh their compliments 
and measure their civilities. 

The functionaries took their places. A tinkle 
of music rose from an arbor. The silent, gliding 
waiters began to lay the feast for this coming 
together of serious men who play so softly the 
hard game of the armed nations. 

A bomb exploded close to the garden wall with 
a thunderous report and a volcanic burst of fire 
and stone. The imperturbable diplomatists 
shrank and ran for safety. Silence fell on the 
deserted garden. The groans of the bleeding rose 
in the moonlight. Men came and bore the 


wounded off to the hospitals. The detectives 
came hurrying from the stations. Some one had 


tried to blow up the plenipotentaries of the west- | 


ern world, as they sat in the garden Close at 
Kasumigaseki, to honor the birthday of the 
Mikado. 

Here was a crime with international ramifica- 
tions.

If Sankich! | 
will throw something over the wall of the For- 
eign Minister on the night of the Emperor’s 
birthday he shall have a hundred yen, (A gold 
yen is equal to 50 cents). Sankichi needs the 
hundred yen badly, but he must know what he 
is going to throw into the garden of the great 
Foreign Minister. Meh, knowing that he has the 
ear of his master and can deprive the poor old 
gardener of his poor place as gatekeeper if he 
wills, does not hesitate to say. It is a bom® 
But why does Meh wish a bomb thrown at the 
great Foreign Minister? It is not at him but at 
his accursed guests from across the waters. 


Eventually, overcome by his needs and the 
soft words of Meh, Sankichi consented to place 
the bomb outside the wall on the evening of the 
entertainment and to light the fuse at a given 
hour. For this he was to get but half as much, 
or $25, Waiting until the Urakasumigaseki 
street was momentarily empty, the old gardener 
limped across it and put his bomb against the 
wall in a little cranny. He put a match to the 
fuse and hurried back to his lodge, quite unseen. 
Here he waited, while Meh and some other Chi- 
nese watched from a little distance, After the 
calculated interval the explosion came and the 
ensuing confusion. The Chinese withdrew dis- 
creetly and Sankichi went to bed with no easy 
mind. 


Me Chian Chuan was immediately arrested 
and after him one Chan, an undercook in the 
Chinese Legation in Tokio. The diplomatists 
employing these two men immediately protested 
their arrest and the Foreign Office ordered their 
release, But they were shortly rearrested and.

- THE “SCOUNDRELS’” OF STOCKHOLM 


SO Called by Disgruntled Germans and Bolshevik, 


/ Whose Underground Propaganda Was Com- 


pletely Routed by the American Committee's 
Open House Methods, Sousa March Music 


and Joyous Jazz.

TOCKHOLM was the whispering gallery of 
S the war. Gayer than Berne, it lent itself 
admirably as a background for plot, intrigue, and 
the criss-cross knavery of nations. On the bread 
boulevards and in the tea houses along the Molar 
sat diplomats, pseudo-diplomats, noble refugees 
from Russia, and ignoble refugees who fled com- 


pulsory service in the homeland. Secret agents 
were legion—silk petticoated cats and silk-hatted 


tion of propaganda had been much the same as 
its Machiavellian diplomacy—secret dagger 
thrusts of wit, laden with money and hidden 
under a bushel basket. Open propaganda was 
unthinkable, practically undreamed. 

Then came the American Committee on Public 
Information, who with open offices and quite 
obvious intent, with zood fellowship and laughter, 
force and cleverness, pushed, jazzed, banged 
Americanism over on the ulterior current of 
Germanism, Bolshevism, and Socialism. There 
was nothing secret about their methods. They 
staggered the neutrality of Stockholm by their 
frankness. 

The inffwence of food and drink is a curiously 
strong one. Love has been won, fortunes lost, 
rations dismembered, and battles swung to vic- 
tory by a well mixed toddy og a subtly flavored 
pudding. The affairs of nation and home bal- 
ance on the state of a man’s belly. 

Had you walked into the Hotel Astor one eve- 
ning not long ago, you would have seen a gay 
dinner party of men, obviously having an ex- 
cellent time, quite happy, recalling other days. 

It was the first gathering in America of the 
famous Stockholm “Scoundrels’ Club,” whose 
gay meetings in the Swedish capita] seemed 
innocent enough, but whose efforts had done 
much toward strengthening pro-American senti- 
ment in Scandinavia during the war, and had 
actively cembatted the virulent influences of 
German spy and Bolshevist emissary. It was 
composed of a group of prominent Swedish busi- 
ness men who had promised in every way pos- 
sible to work for the interests of Scandinavian- 
American unity, and who met at frequent din- 
ners with various Americans in Stockholm and 
the Commissioner of the Committee on Public

Chesterfieids. Espionage and propaganda were 
the affairs of moment in the beer gardens and 
brilliant cafes of Stockholm. 

When the United States entered the war the 
secret agents, diplomatists and what-not of 
countless warring and neutral nations had had

however. German music in-the cafes, German 
pictures in the shop windows. Occasionally an 
English or a French picture, would. be seen; but 
only occasionally. The ts is had been very 
busy in Stockholm, and also the Bolshevists. 

The members of the club, which at first had 
no definite mieiceyyee = to insist on better busi- 
ness methods from the Germans; they ever in- 
sisted, finally, that affairs be carried on in Eng- 
lish. They sturdily maintained that.the Allies, 
now that America had entered the war, would 
conquer. 

Undoubtedly the strategic position from propa- 
ganda point of view lay with the Americans. 
They had just entered the war, all eyes looked 
to them, their posters and publicity attracted 
The German agents weré 
One of them wrote an irate letter in 
which he characterized the members of the pro- 
American club as “Scoundrels.” ~—So they took 
the name. It was picturesque, even though not 
apt. 

It was due to the cleverness of one of the 
members of this club that the Bolshevist propa- 
gandists were finally forced to leave Stockholm. 
Up to this time they had worked fairly openly, 
making little attempt to conceal their feelings. 
At a dinner you might be told by any young 
Russian sitting next you that Bolshevism was in- 
evitable, and would soon spread through the 
world. The young Swedish “Scoundrel” had pur- 
posely rented an apartment next that of the 
chief Bolshevist emissary. One mornigg, quite 


by accident, a messenger from one of the chief 
banks’ of Stockholm left a small package at the 
door. It proved to be a bank book; but not be- 
longing to the “Scoundrel.” It was that of the 
Bolshevist gentleman next door, and with ,un- 
mistakable clarity showed-millions and millions 
of rubles whose use for bribery and propaganda 
was only too clear. As a result of this the Reds 
were requested to leave, and did so. 

The story of how Mr. Palmer in co-operation 
with one of the “Scoundrels” placarded Berlin 
with American war posters is one of the most 
ironitally humorous of the war. It shows the 
lack of astuteness that characterized so many 
of the Germans’ actions as well as true Ameri- 
can thrift and cleverness. 

You will remember that along in 1917 the Ger- 
mans were rumored to be wearing clothes made 
from paper. They had also fottnd it useful for 
other things. So a nice stolid German agent 
came up from Berlin to Stockholm to negotiate 
for a carload of waste paper. Unfortunately for 
him he wandered into the office of one of the 
members of the Scoundrels’ Club. 

“Do you know where I can get me some paper 
cheap?” said he, setting his heavy bulk carefully 
down on 2 polished chair. 

The Swedish gentleman thought a moment. 

“What do you want it for?” he said, with a 
flash of real brilliancy. 

“I don’t mind telling you,” said the far from 
wily emissary, “that we want it for making 
clothes.” a

“Oh!” said the Swede, “I know just the man 
to sell it to you!” 

And he did. He phoned Palmer. { 

“Palmer,” he said, “you've got a lot of Amerie 
can pictures and propaganda, haven't you?” 

“Sure,” said Palmer, “carloads!” 

“Well, would you like to get it into Germany? 
I've got a German in tow who'll give you 300 
marks for it!” 

“Send him along!” 

So a carload of war posters, American maga- 
zines and propaganda of various sorts found its 
way into Berlin, and before it could be made 
into clothes or other necessities was appropri- 
ated for its brilliant colors by the Berliners~ 
and afl exceptionally gdod piece of American pub< 
licity had been played on the German capital. 

It was in the same jocular and sprightly man- 
ner that the Scoundrels put across their final 
coup. By syncopation and jazz they American- 
ized Stockholm. . 

They had discovered that the few American 
tunes the orchestras were playing proved most 
There was a definite demand for Am- 
erican dance music, But the airs antedated “In 
the Shade of the Old Apple Tree.”

Part of their 
equipment was wireless telegraph and 
wireless telephone; as soon as a sub- 
marine was “spotted” the news was 
immediately flash€d broadcast, and 
every offensive warship anywhere 
near, as well as the airplane itself, 
started for the indicated § scene.

ritish navy was many times greater 
tuan our own, there are many more 
such “indirect sinkings” credited to 
the British effort. 

How a Dirigible Helped a Convoy. 
Besides scouting and “spottin 
and bombing, the aerial hunters of 
the submarine developed great value 
in escorting convoys. A few dirigi- 
bles, located on the flanks of a con- 
voy, exercised almost as great a pro- 
tective power on them as destroyers 
themselves; even a single airship not 
infrequently brought a group of mer- 
chantmen and troop ships safely into 
port. Sometimés the airships oper- 
ated In this way as auxiliaries to de- 
strovers, while sometimes they oper: 

ated alone. 

In applying this mechanism of pro- 
tection to merchant convoys, we were 
sinply adopting the method which 
Great Britain had been using for 
three years in the narrow passages 
of the English Channel. Much has 
been said of the skill with which the 
British navy transported about 20,- 
04° 000 souls back and forth between 
England and France in four years, 
and in this great movement seaplanes. 
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protection was found valuable with 
the coastal convoys, particularly with 
the convoys which’,sailed from one 
French port to another, and from 
British ports to places 
Holland or Scandinavia. The Ameri- 
cans established a large aircraft sta- 
tion at Killingholme, England, a little 
seacoast town near Hull; one of our 
main duties here was to escort food 
ships to and from Scandinavian ports. 
But a considerable amount of work 
was also done in convoyingetrans- 
Atlantic ships. I have described the 
dangers in which these ships were 
involved because the groups were 
obliged to break up after entering the 
chanrfel and the Irish sea, and pro- 
ceed singly to their destinations. 
Aircraft improved this situation to a 
considerable extent, for they could 
c*’ten go to sea, pick up the ships and 
bring them safely home. The mere 
fact that our seaplanes, perched high 
in the air, could see the submarines 
long betore they had reached torpedo- 
ing Cistance, and could, if necessary, 
signal to a destroyer for assistance, 
made them exceedingly valuable for 


a a 


son for a Distinguished Service Medal, 
the commander. of our aviation forces 
wrote: “This officer was responsible 
for the organization of the first Yale 
aviation unit of twenty-nine aviators 


in Irelang, Ayho were later enrolled in the Naval 


Reserve Flying Corps. This 
group of aviators formed the nucleus 
of the first Naval Reserve Flying 
Corps, and, in fact, may be consid- 
ered as the nucleus from which the 
United States aviation forces, foreign 
service, after grew.” This group of 
college boys acted entirely on their 
own initiative. While the United 
States was still at peace; encouraged 
only by their own parents, and a few 
friends, they took up the study of 
aviation. It was their conviction that 
the United States would certainly get 
into the war, and they selected this 
branch as the one in which they could 
render greatest service to their coun- 
try. These young men worked all 
through the summer of 1916 at Port 
Washington, Long Island, learning 
how to fly; at this time they were 
an entirely unofficial body, paying 
their Own expenses. Ultimately the 
unit comprised about twenty men;

they were prepared—for they had 
actually learned to fly. 

When the submarine scares dis- 
turbed the Atlantic seaboard in the 
early months of the war, these Yale 
undergraduates were sent by the de- 
partment scouting over Long Island 
Sound and other places looking for 
the imaginary Germans. In February 
1917, Secretary Daniels recognized 
their work by making Davison a mem- 
ber of the committee on aeronautics; 
in March practically every member 
of the unit was enrolled in the avia- 
tion service; and their names appear 
among the first one hundred aviators 
enrolled in the navy—a list that ultti- 
mately included several thousand. 
So proficiént had these underfradu. 
ates become that they were used as 
a nucleus to train our aircraft forces; 
they became instructors at Buffalo, 
Bayshore, Hampton Roads, the Mas-. 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Key West and Moorehead City. They 
began to go abroad in the summer 
of 1917, and they were impressed as 
instructors in schools in France and 
England. 

These young men not only render- 
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exerted a wonderful influence in 
strengthening the morale of the whole 
aviation department. I suppose that 
this is what {is meant by the “Yale 
spirit.” I knew that whenever we 
had a member of that Yale unit,” says 
Lieutenant Commander Edwards, who 
was aide f.r aviation in the latter 
part of the war, “everything was all 
right. Whenever the French and 
English asked us to send a couple of 
our crack men to re-enforce a squad- 
ron, I would say, ‘Let’s get some of 
the Yale gang.” We never made a 
mistake when we did this.” 
Men to Whom We Are indebted. 

, There were many men in the regu 
lar navy to whom the nation is like- 
wise indebted. Captain T. T. Craven 
served with very marked distinction 
as aide for aviation on the staff of 
Admiral Wilson, and afterward, e-ter 
the armistice was signed, as the sen- 
ior member of the board which had 
been appointed to settle all claims 
with the French government. Lieu- 
tenant (now commander) Kenneth 
Whiting was another officer who ren- 
dered great service in aviation. Com- 
mander Whiting arrived in St. 
Nazadre, France, on the 5th of June, 


of seven officers and 122 men. 

Such were the modest beginnings 
of American aviation in France. In 
a short time Commander Whiting 
was assigned to the command of the 
large station which was established 
at Killingholme, and in October, 1917, 
Captain Hutch I. Cone came from tke 
United States to take charge of the 
great aviation program which had 
now been plannec. Captain Cone 
at once plunged into the work of or- 
ganizing naval aviation with all his 
usual vigor. 

Other Centers. 

Another great adventure was the 
establishment of our northern bomb- 
ing group, under the command of 
Captain David C. Hanrahan; here we 
had 112 planes, 305 officers and 2,239 
men, who devoted all their attention 
to bombing the German submarine 
bases at Zeebrugge and Ostend. In 
response to the representations of the 
Italians, we completed all our plans 
for building two great aviation bases 
on the east coast of Italy to attack 
the Austrian naval bases, but the sur- 
render of Austria put an end to this 
enterprise.

My Dear Madam Regent: 
Desiring to be in touch with you an 
your chapter members at the begin- 
ning of the year’s, work, I am sending 
this commuication, bringing to your 
attention, and through you the atten- 
tion of your chapter members, to 
some important phases of our work 
recently indorsed at state conteremte. 
Permit me to say now that, knowing 
of your splendid efforts in the past 
and of your responsiveness in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the uplift of our 
country, 1 realize, with all the force 
of firm eonviction, that this is going 
to be a year filled with distinctive 
service worthy of our great ancestors 
who fought for freedom, and which 
freedom it is our duty and responsi- 
bility to uphold and maintain. 
Let the keynote of our years work 
be Americanization and Patriotic Edu- 
cation. Let us spread the great truth 
that to be an Amerircan is to submit 
to the will of the majority, for that 
is the central idea of our great demo- 
cratic government. The attention of 
the people must be fixea on the prin- 
ciples which lie in the constitution of 
the United States. Only in keeping 
this spirit alive will be checked the 

present-day unrest,

In taking up the work of American~ 
ization we should remember that not 
only must we Americanize the men 
and children of our foreign popula- 
tion, but must, by all means, also 
Americanize the women—a fact quite 
frequently overlooked—for woman Is 
the molding influence in the home, and 
without her sympathy with and live 
for our country our work will fall far 
short in its results, Because of the 
political and economic upheaval and 
danger to our country from the influ- 
ence of . foreign propaganda it has 
been deemed wise by our organization 
that each chapter eavor to support 
a teacher in its *icinity or assist in 
maintaining teachers at large in the 
state to carry on the work of Ameri- 
canization.

Increased interest is being shown in 
educational work, and every chapter 
fs asked to support this work as in- 
dorsed by our last conference, which 
provides for a memorial scholarship 
to be known as the D. A. R. Memoria! 
Scholarships for our Soldier Heroes, 
University of Georgia graduates, who 
gave up their lives in the world war. 
This memorial is to be in the form of 
a perpetual scholarship at the state 
university. The Flijah Clark chapter 
of Athens thas given $7.000 of this 
amount. thé state D. A. R. in confer- 
ence assembled gave $100. and the
